RATHER LAUGHABLE. 

It is amusing to to hear the advo- 
cates of the Police Commission argue 
that the movement is intended to pro- 
mote the interests of temperance when 
everyone knows it is prosecuted for an 
exactly opposite purpose. Its ren! 
object is to secure licenses for purties 
who are unfit to hold them. 

If the true intent of the bill could be 
luid bare to the minds of the legislators 
it would be buried beyond the possibility 
of a resurrection, When its advocates 
are driven to this plea, false and totally 
unfounded, it gives rise to the suspicion 
that they are in sore straits. 

Fearing the fate of their bill they 
also tell members of the Legislature 
that it is a Republican measure and as 
such ought to be passed by a Republi- 
can Legislature. here is just as 
much truth in this statement as there is 
inthe temperance one—both are untrue. 
The Republicans of Woburn are divided 
on the question, and so are the Demo- 
crats, and likewise the temperance 
people. The originator and chiel 
pusher of the scheme is one of the 
rankest Democrats in this city, and his 
principal coadjutor is not, to say the 
least, a Republican. 

The real truth of the matter is, the 
scheme, except for the unrepublican 
principle involved in it, is unworthy of 
serious consideration by the Legisla- 
ture.

A Terrifle Rotler Explosion and Ter- 
rible Disaster, 


At dé minutes before 7 o'clock last Mon- 
day morning one of the 4 steam boilers in 
the leather factory of J. M. Jones & Ce 
owned by Mr. Freeman A. Loring, late of 
Loring & Avery of Winchester, and an 
operator of the plant, exploded with terrific 
force, killing 5 men, wounding many others, 
and entirely destroying some of the bulld- 
ings and nearly ruining others. It wag the 
worst boiler accident that ever happened in 
Woburn, and Chief Rufus Ro Wade of the 
District Police, and Mr. Thomas Hawley, 
Inspector of Boilers, member of Chiet 
Wade's staff, said that, in the destruction of 
life and property, there had been nothing 
equal to it in’ Massachusetts in the last 20 
years. [lad it occurred 10 minutes sooner 
the loss of life must have been greatly in- 
creased for Conn street, over which nearly 
all the employees usually reached the 
factory, was filled with bricks, iron, great 
pieces of timber, and a cloud of general 
debris which in their fall nust have killed 
and injured a large number of people. 
Windows, walls and roofs of houses on 
Conn street were shattered and penetrated 
by iron and bricks and sume as far away us 
Fowle street failed to escape. 

Fourdead employees were taken out of 
the ruins, vis.: Austin Clements, 44, boss 
currier; Patrick Lally, fireman; Frank 
MeMahon, currier; Patrick McGonagle, 
oiler. Patrick Riley was rescued with both 
legs broken and otherwise terribly injured. 
He died shortly after reaching the Mass. 
General Hospital, 

The injured were: Jolin Kenney, John 
Tracy, James Lyons, Octavius Saunders, 
Patrick Keefe, William) Rhinedress, John 
Jennings and others. Saunders (colored) 
was taken to the Mass, General Hospital 
and reported to have died before reaching 
it, but he is still alive, although seriously 
hurt, 

A general alarm was rung in for the Fire 

epartment which was promptly at the 
scene oF the awful disaster. Mayor Allen 
ordered the laborers in the Highway Depart- 
ents and others to report there at once 
for duty, and soon the work of clearing 
away the debris and search for bodies 
began. Thousands of people were at once 
on the spot viewing the ruins and assisting 
in the work, 

The tannery is one of the oldest and 
largest in Woburn, located on Conn street 
and generally known as the Conn tannery 
Its last tenants before Mr. Loring bought it 
were Bryant & King who made calfskins, 
but since coming into the ownership of the 
present occupants it has been materially

The 
boiler was inspected by the Inspector of the 
Harttord Steam Boiler Inspection and In- 
surance Company the day before and by him 
pronounced in good shape. State Inspector 
Hawley in company with Chief Wade ex- 
amined the remains of the boiler on Mon- 
day and will make an official report of its 
condition and the probable cause of the 
explosion, Inthe mean time there are as 


many theories as people to entertain them, | 


but they are only guesses, more or less in- 
telligent, after all. 

There was trouble about getting water 
into the boiler in the night and about 8 or 4 
o'clock in the morning Mr. George Parker, 
Superintendent of the tannery department, 
was sent for to remedy the trouble if possi- 
ble. The 4 steel boilers were connected 
and it was the northerly one that exploded 
and carried death and destruction in ite path 
—or paths, for one part was hurled 300 feet 
towards Conn street, while another took u 
course directly opposite, turned into the 
engineroom, where Clement and two 
others were killed, and somewhere in its 
career Riley was tatally injured. In its 
course it took down the chimneys, one of 
brick 100 feet high, and the other iron; 
totally wrecking a part of the main build- 
ing; and destroyed everything in its course 
Some of the Boston papers illustrated their 
long stories of the disaster with pictures of 
the ruins, and Legg, the photographer, 
took several excellent views of them. 

Mr. George Parker, Superintendentof the 
tannery, narrowly eecaped death. Stand- 
ing near the engine house he waa blown 
about 30 feet against the side of another 
building, and had he stood a foot further to 
the right he probably would have been 
killed. As it was he escaped practically 
uninjured. Only a brief period elapsed 
before all the dead bodies were recovered, 
and by noon all the employees were ac- 
counted for, 

A few moments before the explosion Mr. 
Parker tried the boiler and found two 
guages of water and 62 pounds of steam 
Although many of the theories advanced 
are opposed to this statement, particularly 
the one based on the finding of the melted 
lead plug by Mr. B. H. Nichola, its author 
still holds to it, and claims that the water 
and steam were all right. Judge Johnson will 
hold an inquest Saturday which may throw 
some light on the cause of the disaster. The 
Insurance Inspector insists that the boiler 
was in working order when he left it, but 
State Inspector Hawley has a theory that 
militates against such a position 


The chimneysin their fall also carried 
destruction in their path. It was singular, 
but every piece of the brick one fell 


separately, blown clean of mortar, and the 
iron one, after flying many feet into the air, 
came down about midway the main factory 
and wrecked everything in the neighbor: 
hood of its fall. Notonly was the north- 
east corner of the building shattered to 
splinters and the machinery inside broken, 
twisted and torn to pieces, but thw entire 
structure was moved from its foundations, 
the underpinning blown out in many places, 
windows and sides demolished, the whole 
producing a ruin complete in itself. A 
stable across the way, bark sheds, engine 
room, storage buildings, and everything in 
the vicinity was destroyed. The property 
loss to Loring & Jones was heavy. There 
was $12,000 boiler insurance, and 820,000 
employers liability insurance carried, 

The scene was a frightful one to look on 
Mr. Loring, who lives at Medford, did not 
arrive until nearly an hour after the catas 
trophy happened, but had heard of before 
reaching Woburn. His feelings on view 
ing the ruins and learning of the death of 
his men can better be imagined than de- 
scribed. He had worked hard and spent 
large sums of money to get the factory into 
the prime condition it was in before the 
accident, and there it lay on Monday morn- 
ing, just as the 200 employees were ready

Rulesand Regulations relative to Plumb- 
ing and Drainage of the City of Woburn. 


Be itordained by the City) Council of the City 
of Woburn as Sollows:— 


Secr. 1. No person, firm or corporation shall | 
engage in or work at the business of plumbing | 
either as a master or employing plumber, or as a} 
journeyman plumber, unless such person, firm or | 
corporation shall apply to the Board of Health, and 
have first obtained a license and registered his 
name and place of business in the office of the Board | 
of Health, in accordance with the provisions of the 
Acts ofthe year 1894, Chapter 455, and notice of any | 
change in the place of business of a registered 
plumber shall be immediately given to said Board. 

Seer. 2. Every plumber before doing any work 
in any building shall, except inthe case of repairs of 
leaks in water pipes, file at the office of said Board 
upon blanks for that purpose, wu statement of all 
work that he proposes to do, and no such work shall 
be done in any building without the approval of said 
Bourd. 

Seer. 3. The plumbing of every building shall 
be separately and independently connected with the 
public sewer when such sewer is provided, or with 
« proper and suflicient drain connected thereto out- 
side of the building; and if a sewer is not accessible 
with a proper cesspool. Said cesspool shall be not 
less than (15) fifteen feet from any building nor less 
than (6) six feet from any adjoining premises, unless 
by special permission of the Board of Health in 
writing. 

Public Statutes, Chapter 80, Section 12, Such 
boards may prepare and enforce in their respective 
cities such regulations as they may deem necessary 
for the safety and health of the people with reference 
to house drainage and its connection with public 
sewers, where a public sewer abuts the estate to be 
drained, 

Sror. 4. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be 
covered or concealed from view until approved by 
the Inspector of Plumbing who shall examine the 
same within two working days after notice that they 
are ready for inspection, 

Seer. 5. Plumbing work shall not be used unless 
it has been vested by the plumber in the presence of 
the Inspector of Piumbing with the water test, or if 
that is not practicable, with the peppermint or other 
reliable test, and approved by said Inspector in 
writing and a certificate ofupproval has been granted 
by the Bourd of Llealth 


Seer. 6. All drain and waste pipes in the build 
ing and to a point at least (5) five feet outside the 
cellar wall, shall be of sufficient size and made of 
cust iron, except that lead pipes may be used for 
short connections, Such pipes shall be of uniform 
thickness throughout and shall have an average 
weight of not less than that below specified, viz

Water pipes in exposed places shall be 
properly protected from frost,

THAT IRON CROWN. 


iT RESTS ON A VELVET CUSHION IN 
THE CATHEDRAL AT MONZA. 


It Was Used In Crowning Thirty-four 
Monarchs—Conflicting Stories of Its Ori 
gin and Carcer—Other Treasures Guard- 


ed In the Church at Monza, 


‘Let no other hand dare to touch if, ' 
said Napoleon as he placed the iron 
crown upon his brow. 

It seems to have been a weakness of 
the great Napoleon tocrown himself, for 
he also performed the act in the Cathe 
dral of Notre Dame at Paris. In the on 
instance he rudely repulsed a bishop, 
and in the other a pope, who were about 
to place a crown upon his head. 

The mystery of the origin of the iron 
crown, the interesting history connect- 
ed with it, 
heads it has adorned, all make it an ob- 
ject of importance. 

Now, after crowning 84 monarchs, it 
rests on a velvet cushion in a glass case 
in the cathedral at Monza, locked and 
sealed and guarded. Only by the pay- 
ment of $1 can the curious obtain even 
a glimpse of it. It is composed of six 
qnadrangular pieces of gold united by 
hinges and is adorned with 22 gems of 
various colors and 24 enameled jewels. 
Lining the inner part is the much dis 
puted strip of iron. The popular tradi- 
tion that this strip is made out of a nail 
from the true cross is gradually becom- 
ing disbelieved, although the clergy 
still maintain the right of the strip to 
be considered holy. 

The story is that Helena, the mother 
of Constantine, found the nails with 
which Christ was crucified, and of one of 
them made a horseshoe and of the other 
a diadem. The diadem, all of gold, but 
lined in the interior with a thin strip 
of iron, was given by Pope Gregory the 
Great to Theodolinda, and by her to the 
Church of San Giovanni Battista, which 
she had founded at Monza. There is an- 
other crown in the church given by 
‘Theodolinda and called for her, but as 
it is of gold and makes no claim to be- 
ing holy, 
ing, no particular interest attaches to it. 

Some writers say that the nail was 
not placed in the iron crown, but in the 
helm of Constantine; that the lining 
strip of iron is simply a band to hold 
the inflexible crown inshape. It is only 
since 1717 that thecrown has been con- 
sidered a sacred relic, and discussions 
and suppositions have been advanced in 
regard to it. 
reign of Theodolinda, nor until 
centuries afterward. Those who oppost 
the idea that the lining strip of iron is 
the holy nail say that if it was, the Mil- 
anese would have resented with the 
sword the calling of itacrownof straw, 
as did Rafael Toscana in his verses: 
With iron here (in Milan) they irck

With straw in Monza and with glittering gold 
in Rome. 


There were other iron crowns in the 
history of the past, among them one 
made for Henry VI, in the form of a 
garland of laurels, ornamented with 
rich and precious stones, but all of these 
have been lost or stolen, so that the one 
at Monza alone remains. 

Between the years of 1859 and 1566 
the iron crown was absent from the lit 
tle velvet cushion in Monza, It was car 
ried off by the Austrians, but was r 
turned in i866 tothe king of Italy 
The portraits of all thé kings who have 
‘worn this crown are also preseryod in 
the cathedral at Monza. The last thre 
were Charles V, at Bologna in 15% 
Napoleon, May 26, 1805, in the famous 
pinnacled cathedral at Milan, and in 
the same place Ferdinand I, Sept. 6, 
1888. 

There are other treasures guarded in 
the church at Monza—chalices and holy 
vases, germs and crowns of silver and 
gold. These are venerated and wor 
shiped, and many of them have been 
there since the time of Theodolinda but 
others have been placed there at differ 
vent times by the Lombardian sovercigus 
‘There was formerly a crown in th 
‘church that had been given as a votiv:

offering by Agilulfo, the husband o! 
‘Theodolinda. It contained the inscrip 
tion, ‘‘Agilulfo, by the grace of God, 


glorious man and king of Italy, offering 
to San Giovanni in the church of Mon 
za.’' The inscription was noteworthy 
because in it was used for the first time 
the words ‘gratia Dei’’ (by the grace of 
God), which haye since been adopted 
by all the sovereigns, ‘This crown was 
melted and sold in 1804, the year before 
Napoleon was crowned with the iron 
crown. 

Napoleon founded an order of knight 
hood and calledit the Order of ILron 
Crown. 

Monza, the sleepy old town contain 
ing the cathedral that guards this his 
toric crown, lies in the shadow of tli 
Alps. Looking toward them one sees the 
snow glistening on their peaks. Turn 
ing in the opposite directian the pinna 
cles of Milan's cathedral can bu seen 
white and shining in the sunlight, 
whilo above the sky is blue, and at one's 
fect flows the peaceful Lambro, It is a 
soene of quiet beauty and suggests no 
thoughts of stormy times and greatreyo 
lutions, and yet such have taken place 
in and about Monza. In late years many 
momentous questions of state haye been 
settled here.—Chicago Record,

The Trade ®adly Affected by the Increased 
Wear of Shoes, 

The Aiminished use of boots is amat 
ter of concern to the manufacturers of 
them and to the producers of heay 
leather and heavy calfskins. Twenty 
years ago the calf boot 
leading one in New England, 

Whole towns were studded with fac 
tories which produced calf boots exclu 
sively. lor a decade the sale has been 
gradually fallin, off, and today it is of 
hardly any importance, 

A few manufacturers of shoes include 


boots as a specialty, but the demand is 
too light to amount to much. When 
calf boots were more in vogue, manu 


facturers consulted the partialities of 
the cowboys, to whom price was a sec 
ondary consideration, 

The legs were frequently corded with 
silk stitching. The star and crescent 
and other fanciful ornamentations were 
inlaid on the of the boots. 
soles were inlaid with copper, zine and 
brass nails. The cowboys no longer pay

“T killed an even dozen of panthers 
and a score of wolves while wearing 
that coat. It was in January, 1844, 
that I had to stop wearing it.

| that the panther had ruined it. The 
| claws hadn't touched my flesh, though, 
| for I wore three thicknesses of deerskin 
| and two of wool under the overcoat. On 
that trip of three days I got five pan 
thers and four wolves. 

‘The same winter I surprised a pack 
of wolves that had cornered three deer 
in a pen up in the Mehoopany country. 
1 had on a wolfskin coat, and the wolves 
| legged it out of the pen the moment they 

got sight of me. I pulled off the coat 
and putit behind atree, and the wolves, 
when they stopped to look back, acted 


as if they had been scared by a false 
alarm. When they saw that the over 
coat wasn’t in sight, they didn’t care 


any more for me than for a sapling 
They immediately returned to the deer 
pen as bold as you please, and I shot the 
| whole five as fast as I could load and 
fire.

When the ordinance to increase the salary 
of City Physician came up for enrollment 
it was opposed. Ald, Hayden objected to 
raising any salary inthe present floancial 
depression. Tle was aware that men elected 
to office frequently asked for increase but 
he deprecated the practice. The salary 
was established, It was sufficient to attract 
the present incumbent and others who were 
candidates. No doubt the duties are 
arduous; no doubt of their being efficiently 
performed; but any increase should take 
effect: with the beginning of succeeding 
year. ‘The city cannot afford this step now. 
If the gentleman does not deem the salary 
large enough, he is not obliged to retain the 
office. He opposed this, as he should 
oppose all others of a like nature.—Enroll 
ment was refused. 

Voted that Joint Standing Committee on 
Salaries report an order to establish salary 
of City Engineer. Referred. 

A communication from the Sewerage 
Commissioners asked that the city secure 
certain lands extending south from Lake 
avenue to Winchester line; a lot of land of 
Uarriet C. Blake b@tween Abbott street and 
land of City of Woburn; land extending 
from Winn to Park streets; and land 
between Broad street and Montvale Avenue, 
near their junction tor use of the Commis- 
sion. —Referred to Com. on Sewerage. 

In response to criticisms by Ald. Meehan 
the matter of printing the annual city re- 
ports came up. Ald. Hayden Chairman of 
the Committee on Printing, said he was 
willing to go into the details if the Board 


lesired. The Mayor thought that would be 
proper. Then Ald. Ilayden related the 
facts: 


“The Committee on Printing advertised 
for bids for the reports in two Boston papers, 
[n response they got three bids, as follows: 
For 1800 copies, basis of 800 pages, style 
ind quality report of 1893, sundry depart- 
mental reports bound singly, and copies 
pound for distribution :—Millerand Whalen, 
Boston, $2.00 per page for the 1800, and 55 
tad 50 cents per page for balance :—Cash- 
man, O'Connor & Co., Boston, 8] 98 and 50 
cents;—Jolin M. Wallace, Woburn, $1.87 
per page, and 50 cents. The Committee 
voted to reject Mr. Wallace's bid, and that 
of Cashman, O'Conner & Co. It then voted 
to acceptthat of Millerand Whalen, ($2 00 
per page) and——” 

Ald. Meenan.— What, the highest bid- 
ler?” 

Ald. Hayden.—"Yes, that was the mind 
of a majority of the Committee. It was 
asserted thatthe book of 1893 might have 
been crowded into a less number of pages 
'y not separating departments and by not 
sinking head-lines. As for himself he 
thought the report of 1893 as printed by 
Mr. Wallace, was commendably done; it 
was clearly printed, well-balanced, put on 
good paper, and exhibited taste. It was not 
urged in committee that any better work 
would be secured by going out of town.” 

Ald. Meehan said it was important to 
‘now that the Committee while preaching 
economy had voted to give the job to an 
sutsider atan increase of $40 over the local 
bid 

Mayor Allen thought a resolution might 
be drafted which would check what looked 
ike a very unbusinesslike proceeding. 

Ald. Meehan offered and the Board 
idopted a resolution that the Com. on 
Printing be directed not to contract for, or 
lo anything more in relation to printing 
matters, until they receive further instruc 
tions from the City Council.

After a welcome to Winchester friends 
the President introduced Miss Benneson 
ina few well-chosen words, whose sub- 
ject had been aunounced as “Women 
Elsewhere.” 

In referring to her journey around the 
world Miss Benneson introduced us first 
tothe women of Hawaii. They are fond 


of display, and brilliant colors, have no 
idea appropriate robing, a silk gown 
and nude feet were a common sight; 
flowers were much used in personal 
adornment; indeed flowers were se 
abundant they were seen every place. 


The Hawaiian mother teaches ler babe 


to swim by bathing in the warm sea 
water along the shore; the children all 
know how to swim. In the schools of 
Honolulu all the pupils are able to sing 
and seem to love their simple songs; 
much  horse-back viding is practised 
among the women. 

Kamahamaha, the Napoleon of the 
Pacitic, did much for his people; his 
queen cast the idols aside and invited 


missionaries from England and America 
to come and instruct her people. The 
work of missions was inaugurated in 
1820, and from Boston, from the vestry 
of Park street church, a band of conse- 


erated workers went to these mid 
Pacitic Islands to tell the story of the 
love of God. 

In 1853 the churehes and sehools 


became, to a large extent, self-support 
ing. In 1840 a Constitutional Govern 
ment was set up. The people are much 
interested in everything that is American. 


The highest respect is paid to women 
and many are prominent in public 
affairs; one woman practices law in 
Honolulu, Miss Benneson expressed 
great sympathy with the new govern- 
ment in Hawaii. 

The next women we were invited to 
meet were those of Japan; we were 
deeply interested with our Hawaiian 


sisters, but the Japanese woman is more 
promising, she is very gentle, very lov 
able; she tratns her children and rules 
her household by love; children seem to 
agree with each other in a wonderful 
way about the streets and in the homes 
of Japan. The women are much 
hampered by the conventionalities of 
the country. The men are broad-minded 
towards the question of woman's ad 
vancement., A dinner was served to the 
party of travellers, and we thought it 
must have been a novel

tables were small, low, square in form, 


and the guests sat upon mats. The tirst 
course, soup, Was Hoisy to say the least, 
as the chopsticks were not handled to 
advantage by the honored Americans 
Many courses were served; the greatest 


amusement was manifested by the uative

ANIMALS THAT BRING GOOD LUCK 


TO THE LADDIES. 


Cats, Dogs and Horses That Are Pets Inthe 
Houses of the New York Department. 


They Go to Every Fire That Calla Out 
Their Respective Company. 


Brave fire laddics depend upon their 
nerves and skill for the preservation of 
their lives in times of fire and disaster 
But that they are cheered by the pres 
ence of pet animals whom they have 
trained to accompany them upon their 
errands of peril there is amplo evidence 
to show. No fireman goes so far as to 
say that his pet kitten or trick dog saves 
a life by his mere presence, but all ac 
knowledge that the mewing of a kitten 
or the barking of a dog will steady a 
trembling set of nerves and make a man 
feel as if he had a companion with him, 
although the flames may have shut him 
off from all human companionship. 

One of the bravest and most reliable 
mascots now belonging to the fire de- 
partment is Lil, a brindle and white 
bulldog, the property of Hook and Lad- 
der No. 12, in West Twentieth street, 
who assists at every fire that is rung 
out in the engine room of her district. 

Lil is not a handsome dog. She was 
originally the property of Chief Croker 
of the fire department and was lent by 
him to the hook and ladder house some 
years ago. She speedily became a pet of 
the company and has been allowed to 
remain. She is blindin one eye. Tradi- 
tion has it that her blindness is due to 
the fact that she has a great failing for 
puppies, and in her anxiety to preserve 
them from the mischievous boys and 


girls of the neighborhood she has grown | 


blind looking for them and counting 
them over and over. Lil's principal ac- 
complishment consists in allowing her- 
self to be pulled all over the building, 
and indeed all over the block, by the 
children, of whom she is very fond. 

No. 14 engine, in Eighteenth street 
now mourns tho loss of Chappie, the 
brightest bulldog that ever went toa 
fire. Chappie always sat on the seat 
with the driver and rendered much 
service by barking in rooms where there 
were sleeping inmates. 

Once Chappie was sick, He had been 
ailing for some days, and it was feared 
that he might be too weak in the legs to 
attend a fire. Accordingly as the alarm 
sounded Chappie’s men quickly tied 
him to the oaken staircase in the engine 
house and rushed away to the fire, 
thinking him secure at home. Before 
the last corner was turned that took 
them to the burning building there was 


a clatter in the street and shouts of the | 


children, and looking from his seat on 
the high engine the driver saw his 
friend Chappie running alongside the 
engine as merrily asever. Around Chap- 
pie’s neck the rope still hung, and to it 
also was the round of the staircase to 
which he had been tied. He had 
wrenched it loose in his fury to follow 
the engine. Chappie was finally run 
over in Fourteenth street by his own 
engine, greatly to the griof of the driv- 
er, Who saw him, but could not slacken 
speed for an pet dog when tho flames 
were devouring property. 

In Chappie’s place there are now two 
cats, Pete and Chop. Pete slides down 
the brass pole of the engine house as 
fast asa fireman. His pet sport is to 
race with Chop. Chop cannot. slide 
down the pole, and after Pete has tor 
mented his companion to the last degree 
of his endurance he jumps on the pole 
and disappears down stairs, while poor 
Chop has to come slowly after 

In Engine 56, in Eighty-third street, 
there is a spotted fire dog, Nellie, who 
goes to every fire, and, though not very 
accomplished, she has rendered good 
service. She runs ahead of the engine 
barking all the way toa fire. And never

TREMENDOUS PRESSURE. 


»| A Machine on the Hydraulic Principle, 


but Using Oil Instead of Water. 
The reporter went the other day to 
seo & wonderful machine, a machine 


| which is not only a prodigious and ter- 


rible piece of enginery, but an allegory. 


| It is called a testing machine, and it is 


used to ascertain the resisting power of 
various materials, It is not content 
with finding out that a beam of oak, for 
instance, will bear without breaking a 
pressure on one spot of 160,000 pounds, 
The beam must be utterly crushed each 
time the tost is made, and note must be 
taken of the exact weight that lay upon 
it at the moment of its final dissolution. 
Day after day this great machine heaves 
and strains itself and bears down with 
slow and awful force upon some tough 
beam or block of wood, and whether the 
timber is placed flatwiso and neods, say, 
but a paltry 75 tons to orush it, or 
whether it bo placed endwise, like a 
pillar, and will hold up twice as much 
Weight before it cries out and gives up 
the ghost, it must yield just the same 
aud surrender its pitiful, crushed frame 
to be photographed and studied and 
picked to pieces for the benefit of sci- 
ence, That is all very interesting, you 
may say, but it is a mere piece of brute 
machinery, Whero is the allegory that 
you told us of? That lies in the thing 
by the foreo of which this monstrous 
pressure is exerted, It is oil. Nothing 
but suave, gentle, yielding oil, the em- 
blem of softness and agreeableness, 
There is a certain piston in this 
mechanism which, pressing against a 
quantity of oil in a confined space, forces 
this oil against another iron surface, 
Which in turn presses forward upon the 
timber so that all this crushing power is 
exerted by the medium of nothing but 
oil, As you watch the machine, even in 
tho most exciting moment of the culmi- 
nation of its crushing force, you can- 
not but bo conscious that it is the oil 
that is doing it. The master stands over 
his great machine, his pupils grouped 
about, It lies down flat on its great 
buck, like # giant bracing his shoulder 
against a rock to push with his feet. 
Tho thing which he is pushing against 
isa beam of seasoned oak, about 10 
inches square, and the thing with which 
he is pushing is another and longthwise 
square beam of oak, the eadot which is

directly against the side of the beam to 
Off at one side, apparently 
unconnected with the machine, but in 
reality connected with it, is an appara- 


| tus where there are levers, comparable 


with the throttle valve of a locomotive, 
and @ gauge Which rogisters accurately 
the pressure that is being exerted. A 
young learner stands at these levers and 
this gauge, and whon the master says, 
“Turn on more oil,'’ he moves a lever, 
and the pressure rises. Seventy thou- 
sand pounds, 80,000 pounds, it rises 
rapidly. The lengthwise beam is sink 
ing itself deop into the side of the vic- 
tim timber, but this still holds out 
bravely. Tho pressure rises to 90, 000— 


| 100,000 pounds, The watchers all gather 


around the center of the pressure in an 
ticipation of the catastrophe; the length- 
wise timber is squeezing into the solid 
oak of the other one as one's thumb 
might be driven into a piece of cheese 

But still it holds, Little by little the 
power is turned on, The young man at 
the gauge calls ''120,000,"' ''180,000,"" 
**140,000,"? *'150,000."" You hear the 
snapping of a myriad of tendons within 
the beam, and all these sounds join in a 
sort of low buzzing roar or cry, which 
suggests an clemental agony. One hun 
dred and sixty thousand pounds—tho 
beam sinks deeper into the flesh of its 
victim; 170,000. ‘*More oil!'’ calls the 
master, and now tho crackle rises—the 
lengthwise beam itself begins to crack, 
and the other beam, yielding at last, 
seeins to zo to pieces all at onee, and 
When tho pressure is removed itis taken 
out, twisted, contorted, riven, pierced, 
crushed, 

It is useful service, after all, though 
it seems but an exhibition of the brutal- 
ity of more mechanism, that the testing 
machine and its bed of oil have done, 
for since the master began the work 
with it ho has proved that timbers will 
stand only about half the weight which 
the accepted authorities said they would 
stand, und by introducing a more con- 
servative weighting of wood he has 
doubtless Saved many human lives from 
destruction by the collapse of timbered 
structures, —Boston Transcript.

The 
florcest storms of the continent buffet 
her.

Though Newfoundland is big- 
ger than Ireland and nearly as large a 
all New England, very little of her ter 
ritory is of use to her. The interior is 
either marshy or rocky, and the difficul- 
ty of building roads through such a 
country keeps back agriculture. Untold 
mineral riches, however, are believed 
to be awaiting development, and her 
untouched beds of peat are sufficient to 
supply with good fuel many times the 
population of the colony.

A Disputed Discovery. 

The man does not live, perhaps, who 
has tho least idea of the name of the 
discoverer of the properties and ingredi- 
ents of gunpowder, or who can tell 
within 500 or 1,000 years the date of 
its discovery. I have recently read both 
sides of the gunpowder controversy as 
it has appeared in a New York daily 
(where one writer argues that the dis- 
coverer was Roger Bacon, while the 
other declares that history supports the 
assertion that ‘Nichae Schwartz, a Ger- 
man monk, deserves the praise), It ap- 
pears to me that the controversy in ref- 
erence to Bacon versus Schwartz is of 
secondary importance, especially when 
it is known that it was in use hundreds 
of years before the birth of either. 

Rziha bas compiled a long chrono- 
logical history of this useful explosive, 
of which the following is an abridge- 
ment: 

Julius Africanus (215 A. D.) gives a 
splendid formula for the preparation of 
guppow der. 

In the year 690, when the Arabs bom- 
barded Mecca, they used firearms. 

A Greek manuscript by Marcus Grao- 
chus, which is now in the Oxford (Eng- 
land) museum, gives an excellent recipe 
for gunpowder. 

In 880 Leo, the philosopher, made 
‘fire rockets’’ for the use of the army in 
the east. 

In 1073 King Solomon of Hungary 
bombarded Belgrade with cannons. 

In 1282 the Tartars employed ‘‘fire 
pipes and balls’’ in their war with Chi- 
na. 

All the above occurred from one to 
ten centuries before either Bacon or 
Schwartz was born.—St. Louis Repub- | 
lic. 


An Important Item In Murder Cases. 
Whether the blood stains found on 

the hands and garments of suspected 

murderers are those of the victim or of | 
some animal has for many years been a 
most difficult question to decide. The 
presence of the sanguinary fluid forms 
a very strong bit of circumstantial evi- 
dence, but no expert has until recently 
been able to swear positively that the 
stains were made by the blood of a hu- 
man being. Dr. Cyrus Edson has often 
been called as an expert in murder cases, 
but with a deep sense of the importance | 
of his decision has many times refused 
to testify that it was blood of a human 
being which he was required to exam- 
ine. Recently, however, he has made an 
important discovery, and one which 
definitely fixes the action of experts in 
the future. By magnifying blood cor 
puscles and throwing them upon a 
screen With a magic lantern the form, | 
consistency and other peculiarities of | 
blood are clearly established, and it is 
shown that blood drawn from the veins 
of a human being is entirely unlike that | 
of any other creature. The importance of | 
this discovery may be realized when it is | 
known that within one single year at

EARLY MINSTRELSY. 


GEORGE CHRISTY, ONE OF THE ORIG! 
NATORS OF THE SHOW. 


Interesting Scrapbook Left by the Cele- 
brated Burnt Cork Artist 
Edwin Forrest and a Talented Comedian, 
Negro Minstrelsy In Great Britain, 


Mrs. Hdwina Forrest Fair, a daugh 
ter of the famous George Christy, wh 
established negro minstrelsy in New 
York in 1847, chatted with mo the oth 
er day very ontertainingly regarding her 
father’s career, She gave mo his old 
scrapbook to refer to and several excel 
lent photographs and some old fashioned 
ONETAVIN ES. 

It seems so long since the days of the 
Christy minstrels that L rather expected 
to see an older looking woman than 
George Christy's daughter appears to be 
Sho is an enthusiast over her father’s 
memory. She has another sister living, 
and also a brother, George Harrington, 
who, instead of perpetuating tho family 
trademark, has been known chiefly 
through his ‘‘beefsteak dinners’’ at the 
old Morgue club. 

‘My father, known in private life as 
George N. Harrington, was a 
man when he died,’’ said Mrs. Fair 
“Ho was only 40. He had a fine consti 
tution, it was thought, but he wore his 
heart on his sleeve and put a year into 
every day. Being jovial, hearty and 
generous with every one, even his most 
humble employee, he was persistently 
sought by well known persons, and his 
nature could not resist the compliment 
he felt their companionship to be, 

“One of his very particular friends 
was Edwin Forrest. A few days before 
[was born my father declared he would 
name his child for him. ‘What if it’s a 
girl?’ asked my mother. ‘Then we'll 
call her Edwina,’ replied my father. So 
you see I was named beforehand. An 
other friend of his, my brother tells me, 
was Theodore Thomas,. who used to 
black up and do ‘nigger business. ' 

“And why not? Didn’t Edwin Booth 


| try it? It was a pity that my father did 


not live to make a great name as an 
actor in white, for he was considered a 
remarkable low comedian. In burlesque 
he used to sustain from one to half a 


| dozen characters in a piece and exhibit 


wonderful versatility. He made a great 


hit with his Topsy in a burletta on 
‘Uncle Tom's Cabin.’ He had a singu 
larly sweet singing voice, and as a 


dancer he had few equals. He was also 
a contortionist and seemed blessed with 
every physical possibility. 

“Twas 18 years old when I last saw 
him, and that’s a most impressionable 
age foragirl. I think Billy Birch copied 
a few of his characteristics, and George 
Thatcher has given some good imita- 
tions of him, but they and such other 
men as Schoolcraft and Sweatnam are 
different in general style.”’ 

Although I think it is generally un- 
derstood that the Christy minstrels were 
the originators of that sort of entertain 
ment, individual negro delineation was 
done as far back as 1799, atthe Federal 
Street theater, in Boston. 

The first idea of minstrelsy in its 
present shape, or before Mr. Haverly in- 
troduced his ‘‘Mastodons,’’ came forth 
in the spring of 1841, for one night 
only, atthe Chatham theater. The com- 
pany was called the 
strels’’ and was made up by Dan Em 
met, Frank Brower, Billy Whitlock 
and Dick Pelham. The entertainment 
met With astonishing success, 
repeated subsequently at the Bowery 
amphitheater and at the Park, Fearing 
quick opposition here, the company, 
with G. B. Wooldridge at its head, 
went to England. 

In London it performed for six weeks 
at the Adelphi in connection with Pro 
fessor Anderson, then known “the 
wizard of the north.’’ A misunderstand- 
ing arising, a second company was or- 
ganized by Pelham and Whitlock in 
connection with Joe Sweeney, and it 
traveled through Lreland and Scotland 
with success. 

Another company, called the ‘‘Ring 
and Parker minstrels from 
now came along, and while in Liverpool) 
one of the members introduced the char 
acter Lucy Long, which became imme 
diately popular. 

Simultaneously minstrel companies 
were being organized in nearly all the 
American cities, and on the return home 
of these two organizations they not only 
found plenty of rivalry, but much im- 
provement on their plan. 

Now followed in notable fuvor the 
“Kentucky minstrels,’’ the ‘Congo 
melodists’' and *‘ Buckley's serenaders. ' 
Then was organized the famous Chris 
ty’s, consisting of BE. P. Christy, George 
N. Christy, L. Durand and T. Vaughn 

George, who afterward became the 
leader and was the joyous spirit of the 
previously appeared at the 
old Eagle Street theater, in Buffalo, in 
1839, and in 1842 the company started 
on its existence in the same city in a 
hall on Water street. George Christy 
was ‘‘bones’’ and Lansing Durand was 
“tambo.’’ It is that George 
was the original Lucy Long, the first 
to do the ‘‘wench business."’ He also 
made a hit as Cachuca, 

The first appearance of the company 
in New York was at the Palma Opera 
House, in Chambers street. After vari- 
Visits to other localities it finally 
settled at 472 Broadway, in 1847, where 
it romained 11 years. Goorge finally 
withdrew from the care of his foster fa 
ther, I. P, Christy, and with Harry

Messrs. Wood and Christy opened the 
Fifth Avenue Opera House, in ‘I'wenty 
fourth street.

Ile 
died ou May 12 at his home and was 
buried from Trinity chapel three days 
later, His body is in Cypress Hills come 
tery.

While it is impossible to ascertain 
what various animals think of fire, if 
they think about it at all, there is no 
doubt that they regard it as containing 
an element of danger to themselves. In 
every country where fierce carnivorous 
animals abound the hunter understands 
that his surest protection from their 
fury is found in a bright fire. In one of 
Gordon Cummings’ books of hunting 
adventures in South Africa he relates a 
story of the death of a native who was 
killed by a lion. The man, with a com- 
panion, Was making @ journey through 
“a district where lions abounded and 
noticed that the twain were being track- 
ed by a giant king of the forest and his 
mate, Knowing the habits of the lion, 
and that the animal was very loath to 
ittack by day or when a fire was burn- 
ing, the travelers, when they halted for 
the night, builta roaring fire and agreed 
that one should stay awake to keep it 
They had no firearms, and 
their condition was perilous in the ex-

Tragedies of this kind are nu 
merous in Africa and Asia, but every- 
where result from carelessness, lack of 
fuel or absence of firearms, for neither 
the lion, tiger, panther nor any other 
animal of the cat tribe can be induced 
by hunger to rush into a bright light 
after its prey. No doubt the dislike of 
light has something to do with it, forall 
these animals are nocturnal, but the fear 
of fire is probably quite as potent a fac 
tor, 

The curiosity of the monkey is for 
over potting him into trouble. He will 
investigate anything, no matter what, 
and in his pursuit of knowledge will 
just as quickly and readily put his fin- 
gers into the fireasinto the water. Dar 
win tells of # monkey with which he 
amused himself by encouraging the ani 
mal to imitate certain actions of his 
wh, the results of which he knew very 
well would be disastrous to the simian. 
The naturalist lighted a candle, and in 
the presence of the monkey, snuffed it 
with his fingers. Leaving the cand 
burning, Darwin went away to a place 
whence he could watch the 
wctions Without himself being observed. 
The monkey of course snuffed the can 
dle and burned his fingers, but could 
never be induced to repeat the experi 
ment, and indeed, after that occasion, 
could with difficulty be persuaded to re 
main inthe room with a lighted candle, 
scoming to regard it as a sort of malevo- 
lent fetich or demon that was called in 
injury of 
monkeys. It is said by naturalists, how 
ever, that not all monkeys have this ex 
travagant fear of fire. In the forests of 
Africa monkeys have often been seen on 
‘old mornings warming themselves at 
the embers of fires left by travelers, and 
ipparently greatly enjoying the genia! 
heat of the coals. 
avail themselves of the warmth, how 
ever, they had not sense enough to un 
derstand that the fire could be kept up, 
and though material in the shape of 
dried branches and fallen wood was 
abundant in the immediate vicinity they 
made no effort to collect fuel and main 
tain the fire 

All kinds of birds are attracted by fire 
and light. In Herndon's *' Valley of the 
Amazon” there is a queer paragraph de 
tailing the effect produced on the feath 
ered inhabitants of those tropical forests 
by the campfires lighted every night by 
the party. Traveling as they did for a 
considerable part of the time through an 
uninhabited jungle, it is quite possible 
that most of the birds had nev# before 
seen the light of a fire, and as soon as 
the blaze began to shine through tho 
leafy arcades the birds, and particalarly 
the parrots, dropped everything and 
came to look into the matter, ‘They came 
in thousands, the trees in the vicinity 
were loaded down with them, and scores 
of throats poured forth opinions on the 
subject, all offhand and purely extem 
poranconus, but none the less voluble or 
loudly expressed, The uproar raised by 
the parrots Was sometimes deafening 
They came as close as they dared, form 
ed a circle in the trees at a few feet dis 
tant and shouted to one another about 
the matter until sleep for the party was 
out of the question, Shooting at them 
and killing a few of the number wor 
tried, and with good effect, for the rest 
keattered instantly, but only to return 
in ten minutes and renew the discussion 
4s vociferously as ever, The party could 
hot stay awake all night to shoot par 
rots, and became necessary after 
the meal was cooked to lot the fire go 
down as low as possible and set sentinels 
to guard against the approach of wild 
beasts, —St, Louis Globe-Democrat.

SPORT IN THE VELDT. 


A TALE OF GUNNING THAT WILL 
WARM A HUNTER’S BLOOD. 


Game Birds That Are Gems Among Their 
Fellows—Wagon Life Ina Wild Country 
Innocent of Farms and Fences— No Heavy 
Clothing to Encumber the Hunter, 


Wagon life in the South African in- 
terior has of course its drawbacks, yet 
in a climate where for about seven 
months absolutely settled weather may 
be relied upon its pleasures outuumber 
them 50 to 1. To mount one’s pony on 
aclear bright morning; to ride forth 
into the veldt with a friend and a brace 
of pointers, with the blessed feeling 
that you have not a care in the world 
beyond the march of your wagon to the 
next water; to be absolutely certain of 
some pretty shooting in a wild country 
innocent of farms and fences; to return 
to camp toward evening with perhaps 
10 or 12 brace of birds and a small buck 
—these things, to the average healthy 
male, seem as near perfection as may be 
found in this vale of tears, 

It is8 o'clock ona bright April morn- 
ing in Sonth Bechuanaland. The air is 
full of light, brisk and wonderfully ex- 
hilarating. Four gunners have just 
breakfasted under the lee of their wag- 
on. Now, having mounted their ponies 
—the average South African horse is 
seldom more than 14 hands—they ride 
quietly down the hither side of the 
shallow valley—‘‘laagte,’’ it is called in 
these parts—wherein they were out- 
spanned, and climb the farther rise. 

It is a picturesque scene. The slopes 
are clothed with a long growth of way- 
ing grass, now greenish yellow after 
the rains, amid which great bowlders of 
dark red rock crop up. Here and there 
small patches of blue-green bush start 
out from the grassy veldt. Beyond, 
crowning the valley, begins a thickish 
woodland of short trees—bastard yellow 
wood, the Boers call them—which ex- 
tends for some miles in front, till the 
great open plains are again reached. As 
the gunners ride up the farther slope 
their wagon is already in motion behind 
them, starting upon its day’s trek, 17 
miles to the next water. Through the 
clear, nimble air comes the crack of 
the driver’s great whip and his shrill 
cries, hurled at the oxen, and the un- 
wieldy home on wheels crushes slowly 
through the yielding sand. But now the 
gunners have spread out in line, and 
the pointers are already busy. Near 
some bowlders one of the dogs feathers 
a little, then stands, rigid as a figure of 
bronze. The two nearest gunners dis- 
mount. They already carry their guns 
and bandolers and ride, as men do in 
the veldt, in their flannel shirts with 
their sleeves well rolled up the arms. 
There is little to encumber their moye- 
ments. Breeches, gaiters aud stout 
boots, a shirt and a shady hat aro all}

The reins are thrown over the ponies’ 
necks and hang in front of them, and 
the nags will stand quietly for hours 
Now the gunners are close upon the 
pointer, still standing with rigid tail 
and outstretched neck. These francolins 
lie close in the long grass. ‘‘Where the 
dence’’— On a sudden up spring three 
brown birds within five feet of the 
sportsmen.

CURIOUS BETS MADE BY PROMINENT 
MEN IN OLD LONDON. 


A Contest In Masquerading Which Went 
to the Wrong Man—Bets on Eating and 
Drinking—But Lord Lorne Won the Best 


of All These Wagers, 


So far as wo can go back into the 
world’s history, we find the rage for 
making wagers prevalent. The Romans 
had a great inclination for betting, and 
they had a conventional form of ratify- 
ing their contracts, which consisted in 
taking from their finger thering, which 
the higher classes invariably wore, and 
giving it tothe keeping of some third 
party. Inthe old days some very ex- 
traordinary bets were made. Thomas 
Hodgson and Samuel Whitehead wager- 
ed in the castle yard, York, as to which 
should assume the most original char- 
acter. Umpires were selected, whose 
duty it was to decide upon the compara- 
tive absurdity of the costumes in which 
the two gentlemen appeared. On the 
appointed day Hodgson came before the 
umpires decorated with bank notes of 
various value on his coat and waistcoat, 
a row of 5 guinea notes and a long net- 
ted purse of gold around his head, while 
a piece of paper bearing the words 
| ‘John Bull’? was attached to his back. 
| Whitehead was dressed like © woman 
| 


on one side; one half of his face was 
painted, and he wore a silk stocking 
and slipper on one leg. The other half 
of his face was blackened to resemble 
that of a negro, On the corresponding 

| side of his body he wore a gaudy long 
tailed linen coat, and his leg was cased 
with leather breeches, with a boot and 
spur, Much to the astonishment of the 
crowd, the stakes were awarded to 
“John Bull.” 

The Dake of Queensbury laid a sin- 
gular wager with Sir Charles Bunbury 
about the end of the last century. The 
former was to produce a man who was 
to walk from his grace’s house in Pic- 
cadilly, London, to the ten mile stone 
beyond Hounslow in the space of three 
hours, advancing four steps and at ev- 
ery fourth step retiring one step back- 
ward. Tho bet was for £1,000. Most 
probably the Duke of Queensbury had 
borrowed tho hint from a circumstance 
recorded in the history of Catherine 
Medicis. This celebrated and beautiful 
queen made a vow that if an enterprise 
of consequence in which she was en- 
gaged should terminate successfully she 
would send a pilgrim to Jerusalem, 
traveling on foot in the manner de- 
scribed. Having succeeded in her first 
point, it remained to discover a man 
with vigor and patience enough to un- 
dertake the journey. <A citizen of Ver- 
berris, Picardy, presented himself and 
promised most scrupulously to accom 
plish the vow. He fulfilled his engage 
ment with great precision, of which the 
queen was well assured by those whom 
she had appointed to travel by his side 
and watch his motions. 

Thero was a potorious gambler at the 
end of tho last century whoruined him- 
self finally by a very extraordinary bet. 
Ho had been playing with Lord Lorne. 
Their stakes had been very high, and 
luck had gone steadily against him, Ex- 
asperated at his Josses, ho jumped up 
from the card table, and seizing a large 
punch bowl said: ‘For once I'll have a 
bet when I’ve got a chance of winning! 
Odd or even for 15,000 guineas?”’ 
"Odd,"' replied the peer calmly. The 
bow! was dashed against the wall, and 
on the pieces being counted there proved 
to be an odd one, 

Tho rash gambler paid his 15,000 
guineas; but, if tradition be correct, it 
was only by selling the last of his as- 
tates that ho was enabled to do so,

On the Ist of April, 
1860, a complimentary card was sent 
; out generally inviting people to an en- 
| tertainment at the Tower of London. 
These cards read:

Adinitted only at the White Gate,

The Scotch gowk is a rather interest- 
ing feature of the day in that country. 
The gowk is a boy or rustic who is sent 
on an impossible errand and bade to 
run all the way. If he is bright, he will 
discover the joke and pass it on to an- 
other, until half a dozen have been en- 
listedin ‘‘hunting the gowk.’’ A rhyme 
of the occasion is this: 


Rin for your mither, boy, rin, rin, rin 
The eggs are ready, but she hasn't a hin, 
Andif you wait till the eggs grow cool 
Then all your life you'll be April fool 

The best joke of all is when a man 
refuses to believe the truth on that day 
A Londoner was told that his house was 
on fire, but he recalled the fact that it 
was All Fools’ day. | 

“Oh, yes,’’ he answered, ‘‘I can seo it 
burn!"’ and the bouse had really burned 
to the ground before he could be made 
to believe it was not a joke. 

A boy who was playing truant on the 
Ist of April was warned by his chums 
that his father was coming. 

‘Aw, come off,’ he said; ‘you can’t 
fool me on no Ist of April!’ 

But when he felt his father’s hand on 
his coat collar and received the woight 
of a hickory stick on his shoulders he 
wondered who was the April fool. 

Fool confectionery is one of the mod- 
ern attempts at a joke, Cake stuffed 
With cotton batting is baked with an in- 
Viting exterior and gent to friends. Can- 
dies dosed with red pepper, sugar mixed 
i with salt, caramels made with liberal 
quantities of snuff and similar jokes are 
worked off on the unsuspicious. 

Every kind of trick is resorted to by 
the grocer on that day to get even with 
the unprofitable customer who tastes 
from every box and barrel in the store, | 
Salt is mixed with molasses to make it 
resemble brown sugar, raisins are sprin 
klod with kerosene, figs filled with red 
pepper and imitation crackers substitut 
od for the genuine, Loaded cigars are 
left conspicuously handy, and chewing 
tobaveo is generously doctored with qui- 
hinen, These and a hundred other 
schomos of folly carry out the design of 
she day.—-Detroit Free Press,

colors the 
that the State is

attachment to 
the interests of the individual. <A 
philosophical Individualist like Ibsen 
will say that Individualism is that just 
regard for the interests of individuals 
without which the noblest society can- 
not exist. 

To one opposed, Socialism or Nation- 
alism means an undue attachment to 
the government as the agent of im- 
provement of human affairs. 

To an adherent, it means a just confi- 
dence in the power of government to 
be the benefactor of society. The results 
of Nationalism as outlined by Bellamy 
were carefully considered and found to 
be productive of evil to the individual. 
The difficulties of society are not due 
to competition as is claimed by Socialists. 
The Individualist asserts that there 
should be fuller and freer competition. 
Girls should be trained to compete with 
men in the trades and professions. The 
Socialist says that women are physically 
unable to enter an equal race with men 
for self-support, Individualists contend 
this is a fallacy. If girls are educated

Standing with the crowd in the open 
plaza before the cathedral of St. Peter's, 
he was gazing with breathless interest 
at tho workmen engaged in erecting the 
Egyptian obelisk. So momentous and 
difficult a task was this regarded that 
Pope Sixtus V forbade any one to utter 
aloud word during the operation on 
pain of death 

All went well until the massive stone 
column reached a certain angle, when, 
to the horror of the multitude and the 
despair of the engineer, it ceased to 
move. Various expedients were resorted 
to, without avail, and all seemed lost, 
when suddenly a voice broke the silence, 
crying:

(‘*Water. Givo water to the ropes!’’)

The un- 
selfish soul of the man showed itself 
when, instead of petitioning for some 
personal preferment, he begged that the 
right of furnishing the palms for aster 
should be bestowed upon his family 
and the villagers of Bordighera, his 
birthplace.

Do We Ever Really Forget Anything? 

The brain of mankind has been de- 
fined as a kind of phonographic cylin- 
der, which retains impressions made 
upon it through the medium of the 
senses, particularly through the eyes 
and ears.

engraving may be obtained from dealers 
and artists, the illustrated magazines 
and newspapers, not only of Germany, 
but of other countries, too, are kept sup- 
plied with excellently cut blocks, ‘‘at 
moderate prices, and with regularity 
and dispatch, ’*

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SWEARING IN RECRUITS. 


How Simply It Is Done Here and How 
linpressively In Germany. 

“The unostentatious manner in which 
our national affairs are administrated 
is woll illustrated by the striking con- 
trast between the ceremony of swearing 
in recruits in our army and the same 
ceremony in Germany,’’ remarked an 
officer who is stationed at Fort Wayne. 
“Here the recruit, after expressing his 
desire to serve Uncle Sam, is ushered 
into the room, a bare, dingy, rented

HIS LAST BLAST. 


Slug canyon, Sierra county, has al- 
ways beon famous for the number end 
size of its golden nuggets. The canyon 
heads among the huge skyward tower- 
ing mountains that rise on the south 
side of the North Yuba, into which rivy- 
er it empties its waters just before the 
lower end of the famous old mining 
town of Downieville. In 1852 a son of 
Erin named Mike Maroney had a placer

Read this message: 


“To the Honorable Senate and Hous 
of Representatiyes: I return without my 
approval the Act entitled: ‘An Act to 
ablish a Board of Police for the city 
of Woburn,’ assigning for such action 
the following reasons: 

The City of Woburn has a population 
of less than 15,000, with a police force ot 
not more than 10 regular oflicers, and 
with 13 liquor licenses. There is no evi 
dence that the laws not fairly well en 
forced or that the affairs of the munici- 
pality are not reasonably well adminis 
tered. The police force appears to be 
diligent and tree from corrupting influ 
ences; the finances of the city have been 
carefully and wisely managed, and the 
whole conduct of public atfairs has been 
marked by a spirit of good citizenship 


singularly free from narrow political 
prejudices. The present License Com 
mission appears to be performing the 


task, always difficult in all communities, 
distributing and regulating liquor licen 
ses as well as the circumstances of the 
case permit and without any imputation 
of fraud or injustice; and the Mayor 
and Aldermen with other local authori- 


ties merit the trust and confidence of 
the community in securing a just and 
equal administration of the law. It does 
not seem necessary either for the pro- 
tection of the rights of citizens, in per 


son or property, or for the maintenance 
of the laws, that this enterprising young 
city should be placed under the special 
guardianship of the Commonwealth. It 
is fully able to take care of itself.

AN EXPERIMENT. 

‘The Woburn Board of Sewer Com- 
missioners shared the doubt generally 
felt by town and city authorities as to 
the best and most method 
of building sewer systems and public 
works of like character, whether by 
contract, or day work done under the 
direction of the Board and Engineers, 
and to solve the problem they 
cluded to give the home system a fair 
trial. This was done on Canal street 
with gratifying results, and somewhat 
to the surprise of those who had pinned 
their faith to the contract theory. The 
answer obtained by Chairman Johnson 
of the Board and Knogineers Tidd and 
French did not sustain the conclusions 
of the state Commissioners of Unem- 
ployed whose investigations led to the 
report that, all things 
the contract system is the cheapest for 
municipalities, whereas the experiment

fof the Holyoke Police Bill. It 18 founded 
upon sound principles, and it evinces a 


“uipacity on his part to rise above 
partisanship and refuse to cater to 
wejudice which is much to his honor. 
| lle puts his objections to the bill on 
jexactly the right ground. In point of 
principle all these interferences with 


focal self-govermament are objectionable. 
Only in extreme instances is it justifi- 
able to depart from them, and if in so 
doing the principle itself is to be syste 
mitically violated, then the exceptional 
cases have worked move mischief than 
they have cured, He has drawn the 
line in this respect none too early, He 
calls a halt to the folly of partisanship 
in his action, which was in danger of 
overthrowing @ popular safeguard vital 
}to the interest of the people of the 
State. The only justifieation of the 
change mmade in Boston In this respect 
was in peculiar conditions existing here, 
and in the assurance that the system 
established by its would not be carried 
further, We are indebted to the Goy 
ernor alike fora careful oversight of 
what was practicable in this connection, 
and for a sharp reminder to those who 
had not his discretion of the dangerous 
ground on which they were trenching, 
We have little doubt that the veto will 
be sustained, and that the more intelli 
gent members of the Republican party 
will thank Goy.

This bailding up process is not so 
easy as it sounds, for the sand has to be 
applied in little chunks varying in size,

pression is complete and the mold is dry. 
| In an elaborate casting there will be 

from 1,500 to 2,000 of these pieces, all 
| of which must be accurately adjusted, or 

the casting will be imperfect. The most 

| noticeable feature in a bronze foundry is 
the number of workmen employed in 
cutting up little chunks of the sand and 
jcarefully and tenderly fitting them 
around the plaster model. There work- 
men, by the way, are imported along 
with the sand, the majority of them be- 
gin French. 

The blocks of sand being dry, they 
}are carefully taken off the cast one by 
one and as carefully refitted. This is 
the mold, 
and when the clay is dry the little

The clay model 
has to be reduced by scraping until it is

Artists Rarely Succeed In Getting True to 
Nature In One Particular, 

We say without hesitation that in the 
art of portraiture no portion of the work 
is usually so neglected the hand. 
With the representation of the face it 
appears to be considered that the design 
is practically ended, and the hands, 
like the remaining part of the picture, 
}are looked upon in the light of being 
| mere matters of detail. Lely, Vandyke, 

Reynolds and Lawrence, with  oth- 
ers we could name, illustrate in some 
of their finest paintings this inexcusa- | 
ble neglect of an all important portion 
| of the human form. Such masters were 

in the habit of so generalizing that part

But any man who is sincere and ear- 
nest, and not always thinking about 
himself, can learn to be a good reporter. 
He can learn to ascertain the truth. He 
can acquire the habit of seeing. When 
he looks at a fire, what is the most im- 
portant thing about that fire? Here, let 
us say, are five houses burning. Which 
is the greatest? Whose store is that 
which is burning, and who has met 
with the greatest loss? Has any individ- 
ual perished in the conflagration? Are 
there any very interesting circumstances 
about the fire?) How did it occur? Was 
it like Chicago, where a cow kicked over 
aspirit lamp and burned up the city? 
All these things the reporter has to 
judge about. He isthe eye of the paper, 
and he is there to see which is the vital 
fact in the story and to produce it, tell

MY FIRST VOYAGE, 


I sailed from the East India docks on 
Sept. 1, 1857, in the full rigged ship 
Dunean Dunbar, 1,874 tons, for Sydney. 
This vessel was named after her owner, 
who was so memorable a man in the 
history of British shipping that Icannot 
but pause a moment to refer to him, 

To the eternal honor of Duncan Dun- | 
bar be it said that he began life as a rag 
and bottle merchant and worked with 
such énergy and skill that he died pos- 
seseed of more than two millions of 
English gold and the finest fleet of mer- 
chant ships at that time trading to all 
parts of the world from the river 
Thames. He was remarkable for his 
avarice, aud many diverting stories of 
his cheeseparing struggles were cur- 
rent on board his own vessels. 

Unlike the shipowner of today, who 
is with scarce an exception one of a com- 
pany, Dunbar was the sole holder of his 
fleet. He died in 1861, and a portion of 
his great wealth went to Mr. Gellatly, a 
very kind, gentlemanly person, who had 
married the rich man’s niece and for 
years managed his business down near 
the docks. 

I went to sea as a midshipman in the 
merchant service. But this is a catch- 
penny term. Outside the royal navy 
there are no midshipmen. Consequently, 
as I did not ship as an apprentice, I 
must have signed articles as a boy sim- | 
ply. 

I think the premium charged for the 
first voyage was 60 guineas. The outfit | 
cost about 80, So that to send a lad on 
a# voyage in those days was costlier to a 
parent than putting him to a first class 
school, where he would have got some | 


} to 


or ‘runners,’ elbowing crowds of weep 
ing steerage passengers, shabbily dress 
ed and clutching screaming infants. 

Bight or nine midshipmen were run 
ning about the poop.

No work seemed expected of me.

“third voyagers’’ Twas glad to take ref 
uge, With black and streaming 
nose, in the midshipmen’s berth, 
This was, in that ship, anarrow com 
partment in the steerage under the quar 
ter deck. You reached it by a manhole 
called the booby hatch, down which 
sank a perpendicular ladder, All was 
gloom and misery and evil smells when 
I went below for the first time, and for 
long afterward did this state of wretch 
edness last. 
The emigrants were of the poorest and 
shabbiest. They were lodged in this part 
of the vessel, and they quarreled all the 
day, and their babies cried all night 
No one can imagine in this age of the 
steamship the sufferings which the emi 
grants underwent in the times of the 
sailing ship. They cooked their own 
food, and I have seen a crowd fighting 
like drunken seamen at the galley door 
for a place for their saucepans or kettles. 
Not that the emigrant of today is a 
particularly well fed, well berthed man, 
but he is transported quickly. If his suf 
ferings are keen, they are soon over. In 
my time they were uncommonly sharp, 
and they lasted four or five months. 
The midshipman'’s berth was fitted 
with 12 bunks in double tiers. A nar- 
row slip of table ran down the center, 
The edge of this table was like a saw 
from the action of the knives of the 
‘young gentlemen,’’ who used it for 
cutting up plug tobacco. Every bunk 
was to be filled this first voyage of mine, 
so that we were 12 midshipmen, worth 
some £700 for the voyage to the owner, 
irrespective of the value of our labor. 
Moreover, each lad subscribed

Infact, 
this compartment w lighted by three 
scuttles, or portholes, only, round bulls- | 
yes of immensely thick glass, which | 
were sunk low to the sea surface by the 
weight of the cargo, so that when our 
sabin was on the lee side these windows 
were always under water. 

This is not an inviting picture I am 
drawing. Jt is the truth nevertheless. 
The apprentice nowadays goes to sea at 
much less cost and is far better used

MY FIRST VOYAGE, 


I sailed from the East India docks on 
Sept. 1, 1857, in the full rigged ship 
Duncan Dunbar, 1,374 tons, for Sydney. 
This vessel was named after her owner, 
who was so memorable a man in the 
history of British shipping that I cannot 
but pause a moment to refer to him. 

To the eternal honor of Duncan Dun- 
bar be it said that he began life as a rag 
and bottle merchant and worked with 
such energy and skill that he died pos- 
sessed of more than two millions of 
English gold and the finest fleet of mer- 
chant ships at that time trading to all 
parts of the world from the river 
Thames. He was remarkable for his 
avarice, and many diverting stories of 
his cheeseparing struggles were cur- 
rent on board his own vessels. 

Unlike the shipowner of today, who 
is with scarce an exception one of a com- 
pany, Dunbar was the sole holder of his 


his great wealth went to Mr, Gellatly, a 
very kind, gentlemanly person, who had 
married the rich man’s niece and for 
years managed his business down near 
the docks. 

I went to sea as a midshipman in the 
merchant service. But this is a catch- 
penny term. Outside the royal navy 
there are no midshipmen. Consequently, 
as I did not ship as an apprentice, I 
must have signed articles as a boy sim- 
ply. 

I think the premium charged for the 
first voyage was 60 guineas. The outfit 
cost about 80. So that to send a lad on 
a voyage in those days was costlier to a 
parent than putting him to a first class 
school, where he would haye got some 
education, perhaps learned good man- 
ners and probably acquired a taste for 
trade or one of the professions. 

Certainly of the midshipman in the 
merchant service in my time not half 
remained at sea after the first voyage, 
and hardly a youth out of our numbers 
ever found a place upon the quarter 
deck, even in the laughably low capacity 
of fourth mate. Most of the captains 
and officers began as apprentices or rose 
from the forecastle. 

I was 13 years and 7 months old when 
I went to sen and was undoubtedly too 
young for the vocation. Thad no strength 
of body for the rough usage of the mid- 
shipman’s berth. I was too tender to go 
aloft or to keep the deck through long, 
bitter nights. 

I well remember the day and the hour 
when I stepped on board the Duncan 
Dunbar, in the East India docks. It was 
all wild confusion to my inexperienced 
gaze. Immediately after I had gained 
the ship she began to warp out of dock. 
Drunken seamen on the forecastle were 
shrieking and gesticnlating to equally 
drunken people ashore. The waist and 
quarter deck were full of ‘‘lumpers,’’ 
or ‘‘runners,’’ elbowing crowds of weep- 
ing steerage passengers, shabbily dress- 
ed and clutching screaming infants, 

Fight or nine midshipmen were run- 
ning about the poop. I could merely 
hold on and look on, The confusion was 
complicated by noise, Every one seemed 
to be shouting, and nothing was at peace 
on board that frigate built ship, freight- 
ed to her chain plate bolts for the other 
side of the world, except her blue peter, 
signal of departure, blowing serenely at 
her foreroyal masthead. 

No work seemed expected of me, It 
was required, however, that I should 
not get in the way. As I succeeded in 
getting very much in the way I was 
purposely knocked about, and when at 
last I was bowled down the poop ladder 
by a handsome rush of brass bound 
‘third yoyagers’’ I was glad to take ref- 
uge, with black eyes and streaming 
nose, in the midshipmen’s berth, 

This was, in that ship, a narrow com- 
partment in the steerage under the quar- 
ter deck, You reached it by a manhole 
called the booby hatch, down which 
sunk a perpendicular ladder. All was 
gloom and misery and eyil smells when 
I went below for the first time, and for 
long afterward did this state of wretch 
edness last. 

The emigrants were of the poorest and 
shabbiest. They were lodged in this part 
of the yessel, and they quarreled all the 
day, and their babies cried all night. 

No one can imagine in this age of the 
steamship the sufferings which the emi- 
grants underwent in the times of the 
sailing ship, hey cooked their own 
food, und I have seen a crowd fighting 
like drunken seamen at the galley door 
for « place for their saucepans or kettles, 

Not that the emigrant of today is a 
particularly well fed, well berthed man, 
but he is transported quickly, If his suf- 
ferings are keen, they are soon oyer, In 
my time they were uncommonly sharp, 
and they lasted four or five months, 

The midshipman’s berth was fitted 
with 12 banks in double tiers. A nar- 
tow slip of table ran down the counter, 
The edge of this table was like a saw 
from the action of the knives of the 
‘voung gentlemen,’’ who used it for 
cutting up plug tobacco. Overy bunk 
wus to be filled this first voyage of mine, 
so that we were 12 midshipmen, worth 
some £700 for the yoyage to the owner, 
irrespective of the value of our labor, 

Moreover, each lad subscribed 16 


fleet. He died in 1861, and a portion of | 


guineas for what was termed moss mon- 
ey. So here was another £120 odd pounds 
to add to the cost of the hire of a dirty 
littlo sea parlor in the bowels of a ship 
stuffed with cargo, bulkheaded off in 
that part of her of which the emigrants 
made a Whitechapel alley. 

A boy is young at 13%, and I felt 
myself to be a very little fellow indeed 
when I stood in the door of that mid 
phipmen’s berth, peering into the gloom 
with eyes brilliant with fear and aston 
ishment. Was this to be my home until 
I returned to England? Was yonder rude 
sholf to replace the white, soft bed T had 
been used to? It was the middle of the 
day. Yet but for the flame of a sputter- 
ing lamp, dangling like a coffeepot 
from the center of the upper deck, it 
would have been difficult to see, In fact, 
this compartment was lighted by three 
souttles, or portholes, only, round bulls- 
eyes of immensely thick glass, which 
were sunk low to the sea surface by the 
weight of the cargo, so that when our 
cabin was on the lee side these windows 
wore always under water. 

This is not an inviting picture I am 
drawing. It is the truth nevertheless. 
The apprentice nowadays goes to sea at 
much less cost and is far better used 
than was the heavily charged midship- 
man of my day. ‘Everything good 
comes when it’s too late,’’ murmurs 
poor, heartbroken little Jane Eyre when 
she rejects the coveted willow pattern 
plate. I have often wished that much of 
what is good on board ship nowadays 
had been invented in the rough fifties. 

I should have been glad, for example, 
to be shipmates with double topsail 
yards. I hear of apprentices fed from 
the captain’s table. I hear of apprentices 
instructed in navigation by the master 
and mates of the ship. Had it depended 
upon the captains Iserved under I never 
should hitve lifted a sextant to my eye. 

I did not choose my bunk. It had been 
chosen for me. It was the most uncom- 
fortable bunk in the berth. It was con- 
sistent with sea tradition, therefore, that 
the youngest and weakest should occupy 
it. On entering to look for it I found it 
an athwartships upper bunk. The lower 
bunk was to be occupied by a lad a lit- 
tle older than I, just a little stronger, 
and, like myself, a first voyager. 

I knew my bed place by this token— 
to the bundle of bedding was attached 
a label bearing my name, ‘‘ William 
Clark Russell, Midshipman, Ship Dun- 
can Dunbar, E. I. D.’’ But where was 
my chest—the chest that contained my 
clothes? 

There were no chests in this berth, no 
place for such things—scarcely room, 
indeed, for a man’s leg between the rows 
of bunks and the edge of the table. As 
Iwas going out a very tall, slim mid- 
shipman came in. His badge was dim, 
his buttons greenish. I, on the contrary, 
was most unhappily resplendent—a 
brand new sailor—and this old stager 
knew me at sight. 

‘What are you cruising about down 
here after?’’ said he. 

“They gave mea black eye up stairs,’’ 
said L 

“Up stairs, up stairs!'’’ ho roared. 
‘‘There’s no up stairs at sea, you guffy. 
Didn’t you know that afore you ship- 
ped?”’ 

“Didn’t I know what?’’ said I inno- 
cently, for I did not understand him. 

‘*Come here,’’ said he. I approached 
him. He drew me close and plucked 
three hairs from my head. The pain was 
not very sharp, but this did not render 
the action the less brutally mean and 
unnecessary. 

“Tf you don’t pay attention,’’ said he, 
“to what’s said to you, you'll be bald

before we're out of soundings. What ure 


you mousing about down here for?’’ 

“Tam looking for my sea chest, sir,’’ 
I answered, beginning to think this tall 
midshipman # great and important per 
son aboard the ship. 

Grasping me by the collar of my jack- 
et and the seat of my trousers he raised 
me high and strode with me, thus pil- 
lared, into the *tween decks. 

“What's your name?’’ said he. 

‘‘Russell,’’ said I. 

‘*What a horrible name !’’ he exclaim- 
ed. ‘‘My name is Goole. How much 
better Goole sounds than Russell.’’ He 
continued to hold me aloft. ‘‘What are 
your initials?’’ he asked.

“There you W. C. R., then !’’ said he. 
And he dumped me down as though I 
had been a sailor’s bundle upon one of 
ten or a dozen sea chests, moored in all 
sorts of places in the steerage. 

A midshipman’s chest! It was called 
in my time ‘‘a hurrah’s nest’? because 
everything was always on top and noth- 
ing at hand. When I lift the lid of that 
chest in memory, I am visited by a 
faint, close smell of marine soap. I still 
possess tho Bible I took with me, and 
the volume, like my memory, is haunt- 
ed with that dim smell of marine soap 
in bars, by the impulse and influence of 
which I am able to see the ship, the 
gloomy 'tween decks, the midshipmen’s 
berth, the patched figuyes of the emi- 
grants as vividly as though I was aboard 
that vanished craft again. 

I lift the lid of my sea chest, and 
what do I find? Some dozens of colored 
shirts, all so ungovernably stiff? that 1 
feel as unhappy as a turtle till they have 
been souked; a great quantity of drill 
trousers, hard as the shirts, which had 
they been distended as the windsail is 
by the breeze, would have stood on end 
without a wearer. 

In that chest were brass bound jackets 
and waistcoats, and black silk handker 


| chiefs for the making of streaming sail 
| ors’ knots for the neck. 


In short, T was 
more ornamentally than usefully equip 
ped, and before we were abreast of the 
Cape of Good Hope Tt should haye been 
glad to exchange my finery for warm, 
homely pilot cloth and the plain under 
wear of the forecastle. 

Mr. Goole, who looked as long to my 
youthful gaze as the mizzen royal yard, 
Ww the murine ogre of my first voyage, 
and in those distant memories he poos 
m pulling my hair, tweaking my nose, 
ywisting my cars, punching my head, 
and in many other ways making himself 
a terror to me, Haying dumped me 
down on my sea chest, he droye me up 
to the quarter deck, and thence on to tho 
poop. What now followed T cannot clear. 
ly remember, I recollect being greatly 
scorned by the younger midshipmoen, 
and pitied and protected by the third 
mata. Butwhether I pulled at a rope or 
did anything except get in the way of 
useful people while we were towing 
down to Grayesend bdo not know, 

It was a scape of enchantinent, but 
not like something out of a fairy book, 
por was it on the sweet side of iiagic,

The cap- 
tain, looking over the break of the poop, 
seeing me bareheaded and gaping up at 
the sails, told me to run below and put 
on my boots, cap and oilskins. I disooy- 
ered my oilskins—after searching all 
about the steerage—under my mattress, 
but the leggings stuck to each other like 
cold wax, and I flung them down. 

I put on the waterproof coat and re- 
turned on deck smelling like an oil can, 
but Ido not think I did more, or was 
asked to do more than stare about me.

her young children for them to be odu- 
cated in another country. The wild fig 
tree is said not to flower at all, yet peo- 
ple believe that it really does s0, only 
itis at night, and then but for a min- 
ute or two, although if procured it is 
marvelously beneficial; hence it comes 
to be applied toa visit from a friend 
after long absence—a great rarity.

“Ordination of Thomas Carter, Woburn, 
Dec, 2, 1642." 

Some months ago Mr. Albert Thompson 
of this city, a well known artist, aecepted a 
commission from Leonard Thompson, Esq, 
also of this city, philanthropist, to paint a 
picture representing as closely as possible 
the ordination of Thomas Carter to the 
ministry of the Firse Church of Woburn 
which occurred, 80 far as historical research 
has been able to determine the question, in 
the meetinghouse then fully or partially 
built by the original settlers of Woburn. 
and known to have been in 1642, the year of 
the organization of the church and ineorpor= 
ation of the town, and two years after its 
settlement by the men from Charlestown. 

Artist Thompson set about the work eon- 
amore, 80 to speak, and prosecuted it witha 
zest, although under many difficulties, for 
there were no portraits or other pictures of 
the people and their surroundings to be 
found, and no accounts of the memorable 
ceremonies to serve asa guide in portraying 
them on canvas, The piece had to be 
worked out trom available histories, poems 
and other publications, which demanded 
toil and patience on the part of the painter 
coupled with critical ability and a well 
regulated imagination. 

Thomas Carter, 82 years old at the time 
of his ordination, was the first settled 
ministerin Woburn, He died here and was 
buried in the original graveyard on Park 
street, but just where, it is now impossible 
to determine. Many of his descendants 
still live in Woburn and Wilmington, and 
others are scattered over the world, There 
was alarge and notable reunion of them 
here some 10 or a dozen years ago, 

Mr. Carter was ordained by laymen, who 
were two members of his church, which was 
a radical departure from ecclesiastical 
usages, and probably the first instance of 
the kind that had ever been recorded up to 
that period. Doubts were raised as to the 
strict propriety of the ceremony, and even 
within a year past a like question hae 
claimed the attention of Massachusetts 
Courts as related to the legality, or other: 
wise, of divers marriages celebrated by a 
clergyman who was similiarly ordained. 
Rev. Dr. Ezra Stiles in his celebrated elec- 
tion sermon in Connecticut in 1788, makes 
mention of the incident as the only instance 
of lay ordination in this country in the 
seventeenth century, and, this was done by 
the advice and under the inspection of 
ministers ordained by the bishops in Eng- 
land. 


The scene of Mr, ‘Thompson's painting is 
laid in the church above mentioned which 
stood where our Common now is and abous 
in front of the present City Hall, Itis a 
large picture, containing 15 human figures, 
besides furniture and other accessories. ts 
design and execution is a credit to Mr. 
Thompson's skill with pencil and brush 

The room is not large nor finished as it 
probably was afterwards. No mason’s work 
covers the rough boarding, and the heavy 
timbers, braces, and framing are true to 
life. The chief feature of the work is the 
group of men standing in the centre near a 
low platform on which stand a deal table 
and on thata small Bible and hour-glass 
The group consists of three men, the mid- 
dle one being Thomas Carter, the one on 
his right is supposed to be and was painted 
for Edward Johnson, one of the original 


seven pioneers, an influential member of | 


the Charlestown church, and prominent man 
in the colony, author of **A Wonder Work- 
ing Providence,” ete., and the one on his 
left a person unknown. ‘The right hand of 
each of these men rests on the bowed head 
of Mr. Carter, and the exact point of time 
wheo they are taken is when Edward Jolin 
son pronounces the word: ‘*We ordain 
thee, Thomas Carter, to be a pastor unto 
the Church of Christ.” The clothing of the 
three is after the fashion of the times. 

Standing on each side of this group are 
Revs. John Cotton of Boston, Richard 
Mathew of Dorchester, John Elliot of Rox- 
bury, the famous Indian Missionary, John 
Wilson, the first minister of Boston; and 
Increase Nowell, a Magistrate, whose pres- 
ence was thought to be appropriate, if not 
necessary, sits on a wooden bench a little 
to one side in front of the ordainers and 
ordained, to observe officially, no doubt, the 
ceremonies. Other men, a few women, and 
one amall child, constitute the sum of the 
figures in the picture. The scene is real- 
istic. There is a naturalness about the 
room, its plain and scanty furnishings, the 
sturdy people and their poses, and an air ot 
sanctity pervading the whole, which attract 
and please the untrained eye, and will un 
questionably prove equally gracious to that 
of the specialist in art. 

Apart from its historic value, which is 
great, the picture is worthy of the place 
which it is soon to occupy on the walls of 
the Art Gallery of the Woburn Public 
Library, and will add much to the present 
rare attractions of that room. Although 
there is no bright coloring in it, a somewhat 
sombre ue pervading the scene, in keeping 
with the solemnity of the occasion, still it is 
a handsome piece of painting; it would be 
considered ornamental anywhere; and so 
far as we are able to judge iy a thoroughly 
artistic piece of work. 

Mr. Thompson named his picture; *Ordi- 
nation of Thomas Carter, Woburn, Dee. 2, 
1642." 

Leonard Thompson, Esq., the generous 
donor of the picture to the Public Library, 
deserves the thanks of our city, as does also 
Albert Thompson for the skill and labor he 
putinto it with such praiseworthy results.

Learning to Swim, 

A useful device has been designed for 
learning the motions of swimming. It 
consists of a wire stretched tightly across 
the swimming bath. Two grooved pul- 
leys run along the wire, and a rope is 
passed through the lower pulley reach- 
ing to the surface of the water. <A belt 
of special make is worn by the pupil, 
which, by means of swivels and rings, 
allows the wearer to lie in any desired 
position.

to it Its requirements were anything 
but in the direction of — physica! 
strengthening and development. it 


wearied the scholars aud unfitted them 
for good mental work. The idea of it 
is radically opposed, in principle, 
true physical culture, and its absence 
from our schools in the future will 
prove a relief and blessing to them. 

A more rational system ot physical 
exercise, always necessary in schools, 
will be adopted, and the members whi 
inaugurated the reform and have beer 
persistant in their efforts for a chang: 
ure to be congratulated for their suc- 
and honored for arousing thi 
Board to take a long step in the righ! 
direction.

City Government. 


ALDERMEN, 
The Board met June 6 in regular 
session. 
S. B. Goddard declined election to 
Water Board and W. H. Doyle was 


elected in his place, 

Pet. of F. J. Murphy for electric 
light: G. A. Hobbs et als for laying out 
Sturgis street, referred.—Voted to pay 
Inspectors of Plumbing 50 cents an hour 
when actually employed.—Voted, on 
recommendation of committee on Pub. 
Prop., to whitewash all ceilings and 
walls of schoolhouse basements, also to 
put sanitaries into the High school.— 
Adopted report of Highway Committee 
for street from Pleasant street through 
land of Ellen T. Ellis.—Former order to 


compel present electric light and tele- 
phone poles to be replaced by fewer 


and better ones, recinded.—Voted that 
Wyman Green be graded; that the Joint 
Special Committee on Schoolhouse Con- 
struction be authorized to contract for 
a heating and ventilating system, and 
the plumbing and sanitaries for the 
Rumford school building. 

Voted to rescind the vote authorizing 


Printing Com. to have annual reports 
printed, 

Delegates from the School Loard, 
Messrs. Jones and Hevey, and Supt. 


Emerson, were invited in and took seats. 
Mr. Jones spoke first. He said: Some- 
time ago the School Committee recom- 


mended building a 10-room Grammar 
Schoolhouse near the centre, and a 4- 


room one at Walnut Hill, and the dis- 
continuance of the Cedar street school. 
The City Council has under considera- 
tion an addition to the Montvale build- 
ing. The School Committee reiterate its 
former position. If the Committee had 
known when it first voted as much con- 
cerning the school at the corner of 
Charles and Main streets as it now does 
it would have urged its discontinuance. 
The reasons for a 10-room building are 
two-fold. First, by consolidating under 
one roof all the 8th and 9th grades, 
greater efficiency is secured; second, the 
schools now congested will be relieved. 
There are 300 pupils in the two grades. 
They would fill 6 of the 10 rooms at 
once. We should take from the High 
School those pupils who are pursuing 
the Commercial Course. The High 
School is crowded, In September the 
Grammar Schools will send forward 121 
pupils, possibly 100 of these will attend 
the High School. A 10-room_ building 
would relieve at all points, and provide 
for the next 10 years. 

A building at Walnut Hill would help 
Montvale greatly, and provide for the 
assured growth of the Walnut Hill 
section. A 2-room addition at Montvale 
would cost as much as a 4-room_ build- 
ing at Walnut Hill. We had better go 
on hiring outside rooms than to build 
on to present Montvale building. 

Supt. Emerson, being called upon, 

substantiated what Mr. Jones had said, 
and added that there was no difficulty 
in concentrating as proposed. Years 
travel were meagre 
as compared with today Grammar School 
pupils came from every section to what 
is now the Municipal Building. The 
plan would be an educational gain even 
if you paid for transportation. It is 
impossible to properly fit scholars where 
the teacner’s time is divided between 
different grades. Beyond 40 scholars to 
a teacher and eyery scholar suffers a 
loss. Beyond 50 is a orime. 
In answer to a question of Ald. Fox, | 
Mr. Jones said the 10-room building 
was, in the unanimous opinion of the 
committee, the most important of all. 
No plans had been prepared, no esti- 
mates secured, and no location, but it 
would probably be a little north of the 
High School lot. 

The delegation retired after being 
thanked by Mayor Allen, and the Board 
referred the whole matter to the Com. 
on Finance.

New Street Rallway. 


new corporation is being formed under 

the laws of Massachusetts, to be known as 
the ‘Reading Street Railway Company,” |} 
with the intention of building and operating 
an electric railway from Woburn to Read- 
ing, and from thence to North Reading its 
terminus.

It became necessary, on the resigna- 
tion of Rev. Dr. March last year, for 
the First Congregational chureh of 
Woburn to find another pastor. 

‘There were many «applicants for the 
office, for the chureh is a large and 
desirable one, but there was not much 
‘“candidating.” 

A committee on Pulpit Supply kept 


up the regular Sunday services, but 
Rev. Dr. March preached oftener than 


anybody else. Some of the preachers 
came with a view of securing a perma- 
nent engagement, but not all of them. 


Things continued in this way until 
the committee made connections with 


Rev. Doremas Scudder, D. D., pastor 
of a Brooklyn, N. Y., church, who, 
after being heard, and his antecedents 
inquired into, seemed to be the minister 
they were looking for, Correspondence 
was opened with him, aud a formal call 
and subsequent acceptance were the 
result. 

Rev. Mr. Scudder isa youngish man, 
with « good standing in the Congrega- 
tional denomination, and will, we think 


—hope, at all events—prove to bea 
pastoral prize. He was born in foreign 
missionary lands and partly raised 
there. His father, who died at Win- 
chester recently, was prominent in 
missionury fields and eminent as an 
author of missionary literature. It 


we did not misunderstand him the new 
pastor is the present end of a long line 
of ministers of the gospel, ‘Theology 
seems to run iv the Scudder blood. 

At 3 o’clock lust Weduesday after- 
noon, at the church, the customary 
examination preceeding installation was 
held. Mr. Scudder’s avswers and 
explanations met with unanimous ap 
proval. It is surmised that his mind 
is tinctured somewhat with the ‘*wodern 
progress” idea, but the examination 
was eminently satisfactory. 

At 5 o’clock there. was a reception 
in the church parlors at which as many 
of the church members as were present 
avd others were formerly introduced to 
the new minister, It was a happy 
gathering, 

At 6 o'clock there was a banquet 
which was enjoyed by a large number 
of people. ‘he well laden tables were 
a pretty sight. The edibles were of 
wn inviting character, and fairly sub 
stantial withal. ‘This part of the pro- 
gramme was highly enjoyed. 

At 7.15 the installation services 
proper began. ‘They were interesting 
and were kept up until nearly 10 
o’clock. The character of them and 
the participants may be learned by con- 
sulting the programme below. ‘They 
were men of distinction in the church. 

The event was of more than ordinary 
importance. It drew large companies 
of people from considerable distances, 
The eminence of Rev. Daniel March, 
D. D., as a biblical writer, his honored 
name abroad, his reputation for pro- 
found learning and intellectual polish, 
have given the First Congregational 
}ehurch of Woburn a standing of the 
|highest rank among the churches of 
New England. Dr. March had been 
its pastor 19 years continuously, and 6 
years previously, making a quarter ot 
a century in all, and of course an in- 
stallation at the old church was a 
novelty which interested people and 
they came to witness the ceremonies. 
The change which the installation 
represented was of unnsual solemnity.

Re- 
cent investigations baye shown, how- 
ever, that at the beginning of digestion 
the finid contains no free acid, and that 
the digestive power of saliva goes on in- 
creasing till its alkaline qualities are 
actually neutralized. Hence it has half 
nn hour or so to act—ample time for its 
purpose. The article goes on to say: 

“During the half or three-quarters of 
an hour which intervenes between the 
swallowing of the food and the produc- 
tion of a degree of acidity sufficient to 
prevent the action upon the starch 
throngh the appearance of free hydro- 
chloric acid very active conversion of 
starch is taking place. If the food has 
been thoroughly masticated, so that it 
is broken up into fine particles, thus also 
insuring an admixture of an abundant 
quantity of saliva, the great share of the 
starch elements of the food will be ren- 
dered soluble by conversion into dex 
trin, even if not completely converted 
into sugar, thus setting free the nitrog- 
enous elements which may be acted 
upon by the gastric juice in their turn. 

‘It must not be forgotten also that 
the saliva is the most active peptogen— 
that is, the presence of saliva in the 
stomach, in connection with the food, 


stimulates glandular activity on the part | 


of the stomach, whereby an active and 
abundant supply of gastric juice is pro- 
duced. 

‘** Another cause of salivary indigestion 


which we should mention is the abun- 


dant use of sweets. In order that the 
saliya shall exercise its properties ef 
ficiently it is necessary that it should 


act in a suitable medinm. A tempera 
ture of 100 degrees and an alkaline or 
neutral reaction are necessary for prompt 
and vigorous action on the part of the 
saliva upon the farinaceous elements of 
food. A low temperature hinders this 
action and acidity stops it altogether, 
The presence of a large amount of sugar 
also hinders the action of the saliva. 

“Tt is thus evident that the copious 
drinking of cold water, or the taking of 
iced foods in connection with meals, is 
a means of producing salivary indiges 
tion. The free use of strony acids, such 
as vinegar, in connection with cereal} 
foods, is equally objectionable.

Germany's Strict Laws, 

In no country is the government more 
strict than in Germany. If a foreigner 
Wishes to remain in a town for some 
days, he must take his passport to the 
police and receive in exchange for it, 
together with a sixpenny piece, a per- 
mit card, Which entitles him to remain 
there for six months, The passport is 
pigeonholed. If, however, you desire to 
change your lodging, both you and your 
landlord must give notice to the police. 
This system recommends itself not a lit- 
tle, for it prevents pauper immigration. 

No German is allowed to leave the 
country unless he can show he has done 
the military service required of him. If 
amanis on the point of starting, he 
must delay his departure until he gets a 
passport showing that he is a free man.

Wielded by 
these, they are far aboye the level of 
sense, and are not only controlled by 
conscience, but dignified by the light of 
beauty, and ennobled by the alliance of 
affection. Their just action is secured 
far less by repivssive discipline against 
them than by nonrishing the strength of 
the humanities that use them, by keep- 
ing them wholly inattentive to them- 
selves, by breaking every mirror in 
which their own face may be beheld. 

Purity of mind is forfeited less by 
exceeding rules of moderation than by 
needing them, by intuition of the inferi- 
or pleasures us such. There might be 
less of moral evil in the rude banquet 
of heroic times, marked perhaps by ex- 
cess, but warmed by social enthusiasm, 
and idealized by lofty minstrelsy, than 
in many a meal of the prudent dietician, 
setting a police over his sensations, and 
Weighing out the scruples of enjoyment 
for his palate. Not rules of quantity, 
but habits of forgetfulness, constitute 
our emancipation from the animal na- 
ture. —Dr. Martineau.

Woburn’s Suburbs. 


A number of beautiful towns and 
villages border the busy, bustling city 
of Woburn and form a suburban en- 
vironment as delightful as anything that 
could be asked for. ‘They are bright 
jewels clustered around the principal 
gem. ‘They are all lovely, and their 
picturesque charms have no successful 
rivals anywhere around Boston. 

Winchester, 2 miles south of Wo- 
burn Common, once known by the 
euphonious name of ‘*Woburn Gates,’’ 
is a valued tributary to our lusty, grow- 
ing city, and one of the fairest towns 
for residence in this old Commonwealth.

Historic Lexington, where the Revo- 
lutionary ball was opened on April 19, 
1775, is only 5 miles away, and al- 
though her rich and aristocratic people 
now neighbor considerably with Wo- 
buro they will do so much when we 
give them an electric road. Arlington 
too, 5 miles to the southeast, although 
it may seem like stretching things 
somewhat, is regarded as, in a meas- 
ure, one of Woburn’s suburbs, 

Reading, 4 and a quarter miles ; 
Wilmington 6, and Wakefield 5, not to 
mention Melrose Highlands, are busi- 
ness and social tributaries to Woburn.
